Among the spectators at the Houston 
short track and TT races was 1980's 
third-ranked rider, Ricky Graham. 
Graham broke a small bone in his 
wrist before the Ascot season ender, 
and according to his tuner Ron Wood, 
"The doc wouldn't release him...it 
hadn't knit enough." Wood said that 
earlier the doctor had led them to 
believe Ricky would be fit to ride at 
Houston, but now it appears that Gra- 
ham's season will start Apr. 4 at Ascot. 
Ricky flew to Houston in a private 
plane flown by a friend of his father's 
and told Wood that watching the races 
was "educational." 


Desert stars Morgan and Kathy 
Malocco are the proud parents of 
baby son Jason Michael Malocco, 
born 8:30 p.m. Feb. 4 and passed 
weigh in and tech at 8 Ibs., and 1972 
inches long. Congrats! 


Houston is always a delight to the eye 
with new bikes, leathers and such. 
Honda was colorfully red, white and 
blue as always and Suzuki kept in line 
with their gold and blue MX scheme. 
The most interesting was the everything- 
but-factory-in-name Roberts/Lawwill 
Racing Yamaha effort. The bikes were 
grey, silver and blue as were the leathers 
of Mike Kidd and Jim Filice. "Mert 
(Lawwill picked the colors," said 
Kenny Roberts. "I think they look 
pretty good." 


During practice for the short track, 
Jimmy Filice was taken into the 
back of the Roberts/Lawwill Racing 
transporter for a skull session. His 
tutors? Only Mert Lawwill, Kenny 
Roberts and Dick Mann. Between 
the three they have racked up five 
AMA Grand National Championship 
titles and 72 National wins. 


It was announced at Houston that 
Honda, Suzuki and Kawasaki will each 
post $2,000 per Superbike event pay- 
able to the top 10 non-factory riders 
on each respective brand. Each of the 
factories is to inform the AMA which 
riders are ineligible for the privateer 
greenbacks. 


Road racer Skip Aksland is recuper- 
ating from a third operation on his 
shoulder. Aksland was injured in a 
GP early last year and was side- 
lined for the rest of the season. 
Aksland is undecided as to whether 
or not he will return to racing. 


"I'm sorry to say that this is my last 
race," said Bruce Hanlon before the 
TT National in Houston. "The 
doctors have diagnosed the problem in 
my (right) wrist and it will require 
an operation or operations so they can 
bone graft, fuse or somehow fix the 
bone that deteriorated. They tell me 
the bone wasn't getting any circulation 
and it died. It’s been that way for quite 
awhile. I rode here last year in pain, 
but now it's so bad I had to go on dis- 
ability from my job as a truck mechanic. 
"They'll operate as soon as I get home.” 
Hanlon finished 13th.

California State Park and Recreation 
Commission will hold a special hearing 
to review the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment California Desert Conservation 
Area Plan; revieW" and discuss the 
State's Recreation Policy; review the 
list of projects to be funded from the 





California Parklands Act. Anyone 
may present statements or arguments 
at the hearing on Feb. 27 at the Palm 
Springs Unified School District, 333 
South Farrell Dr., Palm Springs, CA 
at 11:00 a.m.

“We made some slight gains in 
wilderness acreage and Areas of 
Critical Environmental Concern 
(ACEC), but there were setbacks in 
ORV controls. BLM is determined 
to treat this recreation as a legiti- 
mate priority, and added more 
areas open to ORV's, and three 
point-to-point race courses in the 
final Desert Plan. Interim 
management of ORV activity was 
improved slightly, but is still 
deficient." That quotation was 
taken from the Sierra Club's 
Southern Slerran Desert 
Committee Report. Nice to hear 
they suffered the “setbacks in 
ORV controls" and that BLM at 
least considers us a “legitimate 
priority". At least they know we're 
out there. 


"For too long, extreme environmenta- 
lists have been limiting recreational 
opportunities on public lands," 
according to Senator Ted Stevens (R- 
Alaska). Stevens, who spoke at the first 
luncheon of the American Recreation 
Coalition in 1981, said that, “A 
broader recreational voice must be 
heard in the 97th Congress. The 
American Recreation Coalition should 
be that voice, representing a majority 
of people whose concerns have not 
been properly considered in the past 
four years. Public land use decisions 
will be a major thrust for the 97th 
Congress," he told the group. "We 
need to return to a focus of multiple 
use of our public lands, shifting away 
from the focus of the past several years 
on preservation through Wilderness 
designations." Stevens indicated that he 
had discussed public lands issues on 
several occasions with President 
Ronald Reagan, and that the new 
Administration and the new 
Republican majority in the Senate 
plan to work cooperatively in this area. 
Stevens reported that, "Americans 
who love the outdoors will find friends 
among the Reagan Administration 
and the realigned Congress. We will 
be sensitive to recreational needs in 
rural as well as urban communities 
and will strive to use a variety of 
Federal programs to meet those needs. 
Public lands should be the basic 
reservoir for meeting the needs of 
recreationists in this country." Stevens 
was invited to appear at the American 
Recreation Coalition's first luncheon 
because of his long-standing support 
for the recreational community. A 
total of 10 luncheons will be held 
during 1981. American Recreation 
Coalition members participating in 
the luncheon program are the Motor- 
cycle Industry Council, American 
Horse Council, American Motorcyclist 
Association, American Ski Federation, 
Foremost Insurance Company, Inter- 
national Snowmobile Industry Associ- 
ation, National Campground Owners 
Association, National Marine 
Manufacturers Association, National 
Motorsports Committee, National Spa 
and Pool Institute, National Rifle 
Association and the Recreational 
Vehicle Industry Association.

The American Motorcyclist Associ- 
ation announced it will co-sponsor 
a free program to refine the road 
riding skills of experienced bikers 
during motorcycle Speed Week in 
Daytona. Called the Road Rider 
Proficiency Drill, the program will 
consist of approximately a five-hour 

course, tentatively scheduled twice 
daily daily Wednesday and Thursday, 
Mar. 4 and 5, and once Friday, Mar. 
6. The sessions will conclude Fri- 
day afternoon with the Orange 
County Cruisers' Annual Daytona 
Road Event. Ed Calman, AMA's 
road riding coordinator, said the 
program will test for skills needed 
in E әннә dangerous encount- 
controlled skidding, speed adjust- 
ments and countersteering. The 
sessions will also be evaluated by a 
panel of legislators and traffic ex- 
perts directed by Neil Robar, who 
was recently appointed Florida's 
motorcycle safety coordinator. The 
American Motorcyclist Association 
will also use the sessions as a pro- 
totype for other possible programs 
they plan to launch nationally 
among motorcycle clubs, according 
to Calman. Registration for the pro- 
gram is scheduled to begin Tues- 
day, Mar. 3, at 1 p.m., and Wednes- 
day, Mar. 4, at 8 a.m., at the parking 
lot of Valle's Steak House, U.S. 92, 
a half mile east of 1-95. Registrants 
must attest to legal insurance cov- 
erage on their motorcycles. Calman 
estimated between 200 and 300 rid- 
ers from around the country will 
participate in the program, which 
will be co-sponsored by the 

Cruisers 


Orange County 
Club and the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation. 


Bombardier, Inc., manufacturer of 
Can-Am motorcycles, is consolidating 
its two United States recreational pro- 
duct distribution subsidiaries in a 
move to reduce rising freight, trans- 
рд" and other costs. Lou Hol- 

nder, president of Bombardier, Inc., 
said Warren Daoust, president of the 
company’s Bombardier Corporation 
distribution subsidiary in Duluth, MN, 
since its formation in 1973, has been 
named president of the new U.S. sub- 
sidiary, called the Recreational 
Products Division of Bombardier Cor- 
poration. Operating divisions of Bom- 
bardiers Duluth subsidiary and its 
Elliott & Hutchins, Inc. subsidiary in 
Malone, NY, will be consolidated 
under the new subsidiary in Malone, 
which is only 150 miles from the com- 
pany's recreational products manufac- 
turing facilities in Valcourt, Quebec. 


Pennzoil is sponsoring and distri- 
buting a series of six, 23-minute 
sports specials called The Sports 
Experience. They include such in- 
teresting point-of-view sequences 
as from the back of a bucking Bra- 
ham bull, from a skydiver's helmet 
and from a jockey of a harness 
racer at Hollywood Park.

Here's what: The films 
are done by Peter Starr who has 
produced many of the best motor- 


cycling films in existence, and one 
of them will be included in the 
series; Mike Hailwood's point-of- 
view as he negotiates the infamous- 
ly dangerous Isle of Man road race 
course. A future segment from the 
viewpoint of a passenger on a road 
racing sidecar is planned. 


U.S. National Speedway champion 
Bruce Penhall will host a new riders 
school at Inland Motorcycle Speedway 
in San Bernardino. Penhall, who fin- 
ished fifth in the World Final in Sweden, 
is offering sessions to both junior and 
senior riders. The junior riders class is 
scheduled for Feb. 15 beginning at 
noon. Cost is $65. The senior riders 
class will be Feb. 21-22 with both ses- 
sions scheduled to begin at noon. Cost 
is $150. All riders will receive classroom 
instruction as well as on-the-track train- 
ing. All riders will be videotaped and 
their performances will be reviewed. 
Riders will also get the opportunity to 
ride under the lights at San Bernardino. 
Registration fee includes full insurance, 
but riders must supply their own equip- 
ment. For further information, call

Let’s get down to (safety) 
business! 


BMW riders wear helmets more 
often than any other motorcy- 
clists. Following them, Moto Guz- 
zi enthusiasts don their top hats 
most often. Ranking third is “other.” 
Then come the Japanese makes: Suzuki, 
Kawasaki, Honda and Yamaha owners 
respectively ride. with helmets. Harley 
riders, it appears, follow the quest for 
freedom to exaggeration by placing last. 

The above is fact, at least according 
to a survey developed by Applied 
Science Associates, Inc. of Denver 
under a NHTSA grant program. Along 
with MSF technical assistance the re- 
search group surveyed thousands of 
motorcyclists to gain information on 
helmet use. 

MSF Education Director Dick Thack- 
ray presented their findings at a recent 
transportation conference in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Most of the participants 
were state and federal bureaucrats who 
conduct rider education and research 
programs, although a few academic 
and private industry representatives also 
were in attendance. It was “textbook 
motorcycling” at its finest: Motorcycling 
was discussed in abstract terms and 
judging from the tone of discussion, it 
seemed few of the bureaucrats actually 
owned and rode motorcycles them- 
selves. Overall, the MSF presentation 
was the best of the lot and had some 
“statistically significant” bits of infor- 
mation. 

An almost audible hush fell over the 
room when Thackray announced that 
a full 3095 of those surveyed believed 
that, “Motorcycle safety experts are self- 
serving and only interested in keeping 
their jobs." The bureaucrats also 
didn't like another finding: “Govern- 








ment experts on motorcycle safety are 
not highly experienced motorcycle rid- 
ers." Thackray said that there was a 
direct correlation between the above 
responses and non-helmet use. These 
people were dumped under the “Resis- 
tance to Regulation" category and 
were part of the study's "regression 
analysis." Thackray attempted to ex- 
plain to the bureaucrats that bikers are 
an independent sort, which is one of 
the reasons they ride in the first place. 

Nonetheless, the Applied Science/ 
MSF survey should help safety experts 
in developing education programs. 
They found that only three percent of 
the survey respondents did not own a 
helmet. However, only 38% of the 
males and 51% of the females involved 
always wear them. The survey also 
found that older riders wear helmets 
more often; college educated riders 
wear helmets more often; higher in- 
come riders wear helmets more often 
— which led Thackray to explain 
that, "Those interested a lot in life, 
careers and education are much more 
likely to protect those investments." 

It was found that most of the survey 
respondents do not believe helmets re- 
strict vision, cause neck injuries and 
interfere with the feeling of freedom. 
They weren't too sure when it came to 
the question of whether helmets restrict 
hearing. 

Some of the studys recommenda- 
tions to the bureaucrats included tar- 
geting pro-helmet-use promotional 
material to the low-use crowd, use a 
non-authoritarian / non-government 
medium to deliver this message to the 
“resistance to regulation” people, get 
riders to see the high risk in not wear- 
ing helmets during short rides in urban 
settings and work on motorcycle deal- 
ers to influence riders to wear helmets. 

“Those who routinely wear helmets 
are thinking beyond this coming Satur- 
day. Those who don’t are not,” said 
Thackray. 

Clay Hall, the NHTSA contract 
manager vith the Nev York Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles, which is using 
a MSF developed rider education 
course, stated that, “Most living safety 
authorities believe education is an ef- 
fective safety measure.” Perhaps this 
sentiment adds credence to NHTSA”s 
recent overtures tovvard education 
rather than mandatory helmet use as a 
safety measure. What is especially con- 
vincing is the fact that NHTSA is 
spending $2 million over five years to 
evaluate the effectiveness of rider edu- 
cation in New York state. 

MSF's 20-hour Motorcycle Rider 
Course and its three-hour Rider Skill 
Development Program were used in a 
NHTSA-sponsored study in California. 
In New York, the Motorcycle Rider 
Evaluation Project is intended to evalu- 
ate just how good the MSF rider educa- 
tion program is. In addition, MSF and 
NHTSA want to know whether making 
education a prerequisite for obtaining 
a motorcycle license is feasible along 
with the cost of effectiveness aspects of 
the program. 

All these studies are fine and well, 
yet at times it seems the American 
people are.going to be studied to 
death. Action is what they want. This 
sentiment was expressed by a Republi- 
can senator when a newsman asked 
him what he thought of President 
Reagan's measures to put a 60-day 
freeze on all new federal regulations 
along with a federal hiring freeze. 
"President Reagan isn't going to use 
studies to prove these are proper mea- 
sures,” the senator said. "He's going to 
use common sense." 

The same goes for rider education 
programs. We can study their effective- 
ness forever. Yet, I believe that all of 
us already know that an educated 
rider is a better rider. Why don't we 
just get down to business?

Winston Pro Series: Round one 


Springer's back!

HOUSTON, TX, FEB: 7 


In an electrifying race that went right to the 
checkered flag, Jay Springsteen, in no uncertain 


terms, 


proved to one and all that Springer's 


back. Holding off all challenges by Scott Pear- 


son after stealing the lead from 
him on the 14th of 20 laps, Spring- 
steen took the win in the Bud- 
weiser/ Yamaha Gold Cup Short 
Track National in Houston's Astro- 
dome by a scant bikelength. Lurking 
onimously in the background was Terry 
Poovey who waited impatiently in 
third place for mistakes by the front 
runners that never came. 

Springsteen's ride in the closing was 
a brilliant one and perhaps could be 
called the most important of his career 
for it dispelled lingering doubts that 
Springsteen could regain both the 
form and desire he had before what 
took almost two years to diagnose as 
borderline diabetes began to put his 
career in jeopardy. 

Half an hour after the race Spring- 
steen was still basking in the glow of 
victory. "Hey, I'm back to fighting 
weight. I've gained almost 15 pounds 
over the winter. I haven't felt this good 
in two years," he said. "I had a few 
problems in those last five laps and it 
seemed I hit the same rut (in turns 3-4) 
every time I went through. The key 
was the last lap. I wasn't about to let 
(Scott) Pearson have any advantage, so 
I stayed very tight to the inside forcing 
him to take a long ride outside if he 
wanted to pass. The bike is the same 





one that Scotty Parker won with at 
Santa Fe last year. It's definitely a 
winner." 

Scott Pearson figured he was going 
to win. “I felt that I could win when 
the race started, but I made a few 
mistakes. The restarts really bothered 
me a lot. I also couldn't seem to find 
the right line coming off turn four, 
and that broke my rhythm. Still, second 
place is a good way to start off the 
season, Please say something about my 
sponsors Harry Lillie, Ray Beck, Boss 
Frames, Interpart and Arai." 


“I should have won," said third 
place finisher Terry Poovey. “The 
engine was detonating in my heat race 
so we added another gasket to help 
solve the problem. However, that cut 
the compression down and I didn't 
have the drive off the corners that I 
would have liked. We could have gam- 
bled the engine would last, but decided 
to take the safe way out. My brother 
Teddy still built a strong engine, and I 
couldn't have done anything without 
help from Al Lamb’s Dallas Honda, 
Jack Sisemore, Shoei and Magura.” 


There was a lot of attention centered 
on the three Japanese factory efforts — 
Honda and Suzuki with their direct 
support and Yamaha through Roberts/ 
Lawwill Racing. Unfortunately, things 





didn't work out as planned as mechan- 
ical gremlins spoiled things for all. 


Time Trials 

The 110-rider field, of which 60 
would qualify for the program squeezed 
itself into a six-tenths sandwich. Lead- 
ing the pack was Terry Poovey with a 
14.826 second clocking followed just a 
tick away by Scott Pearson. Mickey 
Fay, Rookie Expert Rusty Gourley and 
Steve Eklund rounded out the top five. 
The 60th position went to Wayne 
Kerns with a 15.413. 


Heats 

Space is always at a premium on the 
14-rider National grid, even more so 
when it's a short track since only the 
top two finishers from the six heats 
earn transfers. As the track became 
rougher, times slowed. 

Springsteen gave a preview of things 
to come with his win in the first heat, 
taking the pole for the National in the 
proces. Wayne Rainey charged out 
front for three laps before Poovey and 
Springsteen both got by. Springer then 
worked on Poovey from an outside line 
and outran Poovey down the back 
stretch on lap seven for the lead and 
the win. Poovey settled for second. 

Notable retirements were Jimmy 
Filice of the Yamaha camp with a 
fried clutch which led to a broken 
chain on the start and Team Honda's 
Freddie Spencer who had a suspected 
seized engine. 

Winston Pro Series champ Randy 
Goss put in a tremendous come-from- 
behind ride in the second heat when 
he charged to second after ending up 
last in a turn two traffic jam on the 
start. Scott Pearson was gone when the 
green starting light flashed. John 
Burnett held a secure second through 
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lap eight before a methodical Go: 
picked him off and put himself int 
the National. Pearson was not to b 
caught. 1 

Billy Labrie and Mickey Fay staged 
classic duel for the win in the third hea 
with Labrie coming out on top. Labri 
held a safe lead for the opening fiv 
laps until Fay began to pressun 
Labrie shut the door on Fay twice bu 
Fay stormed into the lead on lap sevey 
only to lose it two turns later. Labri 
held on as Fay felt a lot of pressur 
from Eddie Lawson in the final lap.

"I know I've got a choice of any 
place on the front row," said Spring- 
steen “but ГП stick with the inside pole. 
If anything starts to happen it usually 
moves from inside to outside and I 
don't want to be caught there." Spring- 
steen, as the fastest heat winner, had 
his choice of any position on the front 
row under a new AMA rule. 

The track had changed continuously 
during the course of the program, and 
many were making changes to their 
tire/suspension combinations to cope 
with it. - 

When the green light Пазһед, 14 rid- 
ers dumped their clutches and grabbed 
14 fistsful of throttle — 13 moved. 
Springsteen had been caught with the 
bike in neutral. Pearson, from the 
center of the grid, shot into the lead 


with Brow and Eklund right behind. 


Springsteen blasted around the outside 
to grab back five positions and move 
into ninth. 

Poovey moved into third on the 
second go-around as Eklund felt pres- 
sure from Jorgensen with Goss, Spring- 
steen, Gourley and Fay closing in. 
Things stayed pretty much in order 
over the next two laps, but both Brow 
and Poovey were inching up on Pearson. 

On the fifth lap, Fay got sideways 
coming off turn four and was pitched 
over the handlebars, into the haybales 
and then struck the wall knocking him 
unconscious. The red flag came out 
and he was taken to the hospital for 
observation. 

Both Eklund and Brow made use of 





the time before the restart with Brow 
changing to a larger main-jet because 
the engine had developed a miss. 

The single file restart led into 
another red flag as Morehead, Rush 
and Gourley went down in a tangle in 
turn one, The pressure of another re- 
start bothered Pearson as he would say 
later, but not enough that he didn't 
hold onto his lead. Springsteen antici- 
pated the light to his advantage and 
was on the move. A disgusted Brow 
coasted to the side of the track looking 
at his dangling carb — someone 
hadn't tightened it after the jet change. 

By lap nine Springsteen was right on 
Poovey's rear tire using both high and 
low lines to probe for an opening. On 
the next lap Springsteen was by with a 
drive off turn two. Meanwhile Eklund 
was holding off a determined Goss. A 
distance back the fight for sixth was 
being waged with Labrie struggling 
with a wrong tire choice just to keep 
pace while Jorgensen, Shobert and 
Lawson were seeking a way by. 
Jorgensen slipped by one lap later. 


Pearson had been running a smooth 
race without much pressure until lap 
12. Then Springsteen began his cards 
to force Pearson's hand — run it in low 
and stuff a wheel underneath in one 
corner and then challenge him on the 
outside at the other end of the track. 
Pearson was sticking to his line the best 
he could while under Springsteen's 
constant challenges. 

Springsteen saw the opening he need- 
ed heading into turn one on lap 14 and 
took the lead. Pearson did the same to 
Springsteen on the next lap in the 
same place only to have Springer get a 
drive off turn four to regain the lead. 

Pearson then slipped and Spring- 








steen opened up a few feet. Watching 
all the action was Poovey in third. He 
closed and then got past Pearson in 
turn one on lap 16 only to have Pearson 
take it back. The trio closed as Spring- 
steen bobbled badly in the area be- 
tween turns 3-4. He would do it on 
every lap except the last. 

The bobble appeared to give Pear- 
son a chance to scoot past, but in reality 
it was no help at all as Pearson was 
getting momentum going into turn 
three but then losing it avoiding 
Springsteen. By the time Pearson was 
back on the gas, Springer had slipped 
away. Behind the action Goss had 
nipped Eklund for fourth while Law- 
son was up on Morehead. 

The final lap was textbook for Spring- 
steen and frustration for Pearson. He 
stayed on the inside giving Pearson no 
room for a pass and seemingly coasted 
home to the roars of an estimated 
5,000 standing, screaming spectators. 

In the midst of all this Eklund put a 
move on Goss to take fourth and More- 
head found a way around Lawson for 


sixth. 
As one race veteran observed, 


"When he's (Springsteen) well, he's 
hell!” ®

Eklund back on track

HOUSTON, TX, FEB. 8 


Former AMA Grand National Champion (1979) 
Steve Eklund recovered from a year-long win- 
less streak to lead laps 2-25 and win the Yamaha 
Gold Cup TT in the Houston Astrodome. 


Following Eklund's Storme 
Winter-tuned TT500 Yamaha 
into the winner's circle was the 
winner of the previous night's 
short track, Jay Springsteen. Eklund 
and Springer ran 1-2 for most of the 
event, but Springsteen leads Eklund in 
the points chase, 36-31. 

Rookie Jim Filice ran a heads-up 
race to place third on his Roberts/ 
Lawwill Racing 500cc Yamaha. “It's 
the first time I ever rode 25 laps," 
grinned the compact youngster, whose 
ear-to-ear smile completely overwhelmed 
the disappointment of his previous 
night's DNF. 

Placing fourth after jumping into 
the early lead was Filice's teammate, 
Mike Kidd. Another California Rookie 
Expert, Rich Arnaiz, was next in the 
finishing order, followed by Alex 
Jorgensen, Mickey Fay, Buddy 
Robinson and Ronnie Jones’ new 
Suzuki DR500-based machine. Rod 
Spencer rounded out the top 10. 


. Time trials 


Team Honda's Jeff Haney cut the 
fastest qualifying lap, and the 30.205- 
second lap he turned in earned him 
$200 in R.C. Engineering fast 
qualifier money. 

Springsteen showed all the 500cc 
single pilots that they had their work 
cut out for them as he qualified his Bill 
Werner-tuned factory XR 750 Harley 
second fastest with a time of 30.241. 
Kidd was just an eyeblink slower at 
30.242, and Honda's Freddie Spencer 
took the final heat race pole position 
at 30.446. Filice and Eklund qualified 
in the 5-6 slots. 

A significant note was the list of 
those who didn't qualify. New Grand 
National Champion Randy Goss 
lowsided on his first attempt, and his 
second lap was in the 32-second range, 
out of the 48-rider field. The 48th 
fastest time was 31.860. 


Heats 
The first green light of the night 
produced a Jim Filice holeshot, with 


Alex Jorgensen and Jeff Haney 
pursuing through. .the: first: .corner. 


They were still in that order at the end 
of a lap while Brad Hurst and Rod 
Spencer engaged in an argument over 
fourth. Jorgy followed Jimbo for the 
better part of the next lap, then moved 
his Megacycle Cams/Hi Point Honda 
into the lead as they exited a tight left 
hander marking the end of the infield 
section. On the same lap, Spencer got 
by Hurst and used the next three laps 
to reel in Haney. At the midway point 
in the 10-lap race, Spencer put the 
move on Haney through the infield 
right hander. Rod kept his ND/Hap 
Jones/Dave Iguagua Honda in third 
through the remainder of the race and 
got a ticket to the National behind the 
secure first and second place rides of 
Jorgensen and Filice. Haney and Hurst 
finished 4-5. 

The second heat was National- 
preview time with Springsteen and 
Eklund side by side on the inside of the 
front row. Both got excellent starts 
that saw Springer taking the lead and 
Eklund involved in a close battle with 
Rich Arnaiz for second. The battle for 
top northern Californian in this heat 
ended early on the second lap when 
Eklund slipped his Storme Winter/ 
Jim Morrison/Catrol-sponsored 
Yamaha around Arnaiz and set out 
after the fleeing Michigan Mafia repre- 
sentative.

Spencer passed Mendenhall on the 
second lap and made it stick, but when 
Buddy Robinson tried the same trick a 
lap later it didn't stick at all and 
Mendenhall was back in third a turn 
later. Bubba Shobert got past 
Robinson within two laps and moved 
up to pressure, but not pass, 
Mendenhall. 

Fay led as they took the white flag, 
but Spencer had been closing on him 
since the halfway point. As they 
entered the third turn, a tight left- 
hander entering the infield, Fast 
Freddie approached the turn far 
outside of Fay. He squared it off early 
and sharply, getting the drive on Fay 
going up the jump and taking the 
lead. Spencer held on to take the win 
with Fay and. Mendenhall taking the 
other two transfers. Shobert's machine 
died in the infield on the last lap and 
Robingson took fourth over Billy 
Labrie. 


Semis 


After Scott Pearson, Steve 
Morehead and John Burnett were sent 
to the penalty line, the first semi got 
underway. Bruce НагЈоп5 Brian 
O'Hagan-sponsored Yamaha led the 
first lap and every succeeding lap to 

| win the sole National ticket. Brad 
Hurst followed Frank Word for two 
laps before taking possession of second 
for the remainder of the race. Jeff 
Haney got bogged in traffic early and 
had to claw his way up to third. 

The second semi also featured one 
rider domination.

The National was greeted by a killer 
Mike Kidd holeshot, such a good one 
that they brought out the red flag. 
Kidd remained on the front row, 
however, and again led the troops into 
the first corner. Steve Eklund, Alex 
Jorgensen, Freddie Spencer and Jim. 


Filice were packed tight on his rear 


wheel. : 

At the end of the lap Kidd led 
Eklund, Filice, Jorgensen -and 
Springsteen as Spencer stalled his bike 
and dropped to last. 

Early in the second lap Eklund took 
the lead, and he quickly started to 
open some daylight: Springsteen 
passed Jorgensen for fourth while Rich 
Arnaiz and Bruce Hanlon moved to 
sixth and seventh. Hanlon, however, 
stalled his machine and seventh was 
picked up by Rod Spencer. 

Springsteen took third away from 
Filice on lap four as Eklund continued 
to keep some distance on Kidd. The 
top four were in steady order until lap 
10, when Kidd got off the course on 
lap 10. "My steel shoe got stuck on the 
countershaft sprocket cover when I 
tried to shift," said Kidd, "and it was 
in neutral until I was all the way off 
the course. After that I just lost my 
momentum." 

Only Springsteen and Filice passed 
the Texan as Kidd re-entered the 
course in fourth place, just ahead of a 
Jorgensen/Spencer battle for fifth. 

On the 12th lap Freddie Spencer left 
the race, for reasons unknown at press- 
time. 

With clear track between himself 
and Eklund, Springer started 
narrowing the gap slightly, but Eklund 
got most of his original lead back in 
the late laps. Both riders were tiring 
but Eklund said later, "I saw him back 
there and I said ‘No way, lay.” 

The two riders had opened a 
straightaway's lead on Filice by the 
time they took the checkered flag. The 
two had ended a winless year and were 
leading the points. "Points here (at 
Houston) are bonus points. It's all 
luck,” remarked Springsteen. 

Third place Filice was jubilant. “I 
was so pumped! I got a really good 
start and I was watching Mike and 
following his lines. When he went off 
the track I started pacing myself and I 
got third. I can't believe it!" 

Kidd finished fourth. Rod Spencer 
had been pushing him with only a few 
laps to go, but Spencer stalled in a 
corner and dropped to 10th. 

Fifth went to Arnaiz, making the 
TT an impressive showing for Rookies. 
Jorgensen, Mickey Fay, Buddy Robin- 
son and Ronnie Jones finished sixth 
through ninth. 

Jeff Campbell, Steve Mendenhall 
and Bruce Hanlon finished in llth 
through 13th. Freddie Spencer was 
credited with 14th. e

SCORE Parker 400 
Roeseler, 





Ogilvie surprise 
themselves in a 


squeaker

It took a couple of hours after finishing, but 
grimaces turned to grins for Larry Roeseler and 
Bruce Ogilvie on a factory Yamaha when the 
12 official results were posted showing that they 


were, in fact, winners (both over- 
all and Class 22) of the SCORE 
Parker 400. Throughout the 
race, they had diced back and 
forth with the Premier Yamaha entry 
of Chuck Miller and Jim Fishback. 
When Fishback blasted across the Ari- 
zona finish line a short time after 
Roeseler, the general consensus was 
that Miller and Fishback were the win- 


ners by less than a minute. Even 











Roeseler and Ogilvie had conceded 
victory to them. Officially, however, 
Roeseler and Ogilvie's 5:04:02.72 total 
elapsed time proved them the winners 
by 30.10 seconds.  . 

Ogilvie got off hard while pre- 
running the course two days earlier, 
and while a hospital check showed 
nothing seriously damaged, Ogilvie 
lamented, “I never hurt so much in all 
my life." That changed the winning 
duo's game plan so Roeseler rode most 
of the race. 

Despite a flat front tire and narrowly 
missing two kids that darted onto the 
course, Roeseler finished strongly to 
save the win. "It was a close race the 
whole way,” he said. 

Fishback rode to the finish on a flat. 
In addition, "I seized the bike on the 
California side in Thunder Alley." 
When he handed the bike over to 
Miller early in the race, Fishback re- 
called, *I knew he had to pass more 

(due to a later starting number for 
Miller/Fishback). I think that slowed 
him down." 

In addition, Fishback crashed a 
couple times due to a flat front tire — 
“It cost me a place or two. The biggest 
thing was traffic holding me up." 


Third overall and in Class 22 
was Team Husqvarna's Scot Harden 
and Brent Wallingsford with their 
5:07:04.32. In the hunt after the Cali- 
fornia loop, they slipped off the pace 
in Arizona except for one strong surge 
early on the second and final loop. 

They were followed by two solo rid- 


-ers — Jack Johnson and Kevin Welch, 


each Maico mounted. Johnson, fourth 
overall with a 5:09:56.64, beat the first 
four-wheeled vehicle (that was fifth 
overall) by 12 minutes in a strong first 
performance on the Vegas Cycles 
machine. 

In Class 21, Rick Schumaker and 
Bob Balentine built a good lead on the 
Hi-Point Racing KTM which proved 
to be their salvation. They ran out of 
gas in the last two or three miles and 
Schumaker crashed, bending the shift 
lever. 

Limping into the finish on a flat 
rear tire was another Premier 
Yamaha, this one ridden by brothers 
Scott and Kent Pfeiffer to second in 
Class 21 less than two minutes off 
Schumaker/Balentine’s time. A wob- 
ble at high speeds was a slight problem 
in their effort. 

Bill Mattox and Darin Cartwright 
led a water-cooled Yamaha sweep of 
the first three places in Class 20. The 
Montclair Yamaha team was the first 
125 across the finish line (official time 
of 5:37:59.65), moments before the 
first car to reach the finsh line screamed 
in. “We just made it; I wouldn’t want 
to fight with those guys,” said Cart- 
wright. Though he claimed to lose 
some power toward the end of the race, 
Cartwright was impressed with the 
bike, telling a friend: “It’s faster than 
250s!” 

The Midas Muffler/ Bakersfield Ya- 
maha entry of Scott Atchison and Kevin 
Hopkins finished second. “I had one 
flat; other than that, no problems. We 
motored right along. My partner 
broke his collarbone four weeks ago; 
I'm surprised he didn't lose time,” said 
Hopkins at the finish. It was their sec- 
ond SCORE race. 

Solo rider Bob Maxwell completed 
the water-pumpers’ sweep of the top 
three on his Dale's Cycle/4-M Co. ma- 
chine after being plagued with three flat 
rear tires. One of the class favorites, 
Scott Coutts and Daryl Folks on the 
R.E. Builders/Sportsman Cycles Husky, 
finished fourth. They seemed to be 
beset with problems from the start in- 
cluding three trips over the bars on the 
California loop because the front 
brake cable kept hooking up and 
snagging. : 

Dick Allen's Yamaha-mounted Rick 
Shirey and John “Smoke Bomb” Gaetz 


chased Lon Peterson and Mac Douglas 
on a Quality M/C Service Yamaha to 
the finish, but ended up the Class 30 
winners on elapsed time. At the finish, 
Peterson exclaimed, “I rode with a flat 
tire for over half a loop there trying to 
stay ahead of him (Gaetz)!" Gaetz im- 
mediately shot back, "I rode with a 
flat trying to catch youl" pointing to 
his own rear wheel. 

While on the California loop, Gaetz 
reported that their motor seized. “We 
were eight minutes down," he said. In 
order to make up that time: "My part- 
ner cooked those fireroads.” 

Early class leaders George Erl and 
George Luther on a Husky "blew it" 
according to Erl. "We started pulling 
a lead and ran out of gas two miles 
from the (California) finish. We lost a 
good 15-20 minutes," he recounted 
while waiting to start his portion of the 
Arizona loops. "We've got 15 minutes 
to make up." They made up some 
time, finishing in 6:06:03.32, but the 
effort was only able to bring them 
back to fourth. 

In Class 38, Southwest Motorcycle 
Sales Husky rider Dave Miller soloed to 
a seemingly effortless win. "It was one 
of those things when you didn't have 
flats, fall down or anything," he said 
after finishing. Second-place finishers 
Lynn McGraw and Nate Sciacqua on a 
Rustens Yamaha were slowed with 
troubles on the other hand. While fix- 
ing a flat, McGraw reportedly found 
that the tube had melted. 

Finishing a disappointing eighth in 
class were Trac Pro Husky riders Rolf 
Tibblin and Jim Partridge. Tibblin 
rode the California side and the 
second Arizona loop hampered by a 
number of problems including the 
brake stay arm and backing plate 
(both broke) and trying to get gas. 

A new SCORE class this year was 
ATC, comprised of two 3-Wheeler 
Magazine /Honda-sponsored ATC250Rs. 
Running “only” the 110-mile 
California loop, Tracey Dickson and 
Dean Sundahl defeated Robert "Ace" 
Williams and Mark Weixeldorfer by 
18 seconds. Down by six minutes at 
Check 2, the Dickson/Sundahl team 
turned it on to open up six minutes by 
Check 3, but almost lost all of that 
lead when Williams/Weixeldorfer closed 
the gap at the finish. 

The fact that the race even started 
was a credit to much hard work and 
cooperation by SCORE, the BLM and 
a number of other agencies. Though 
SCORE had late last year secured per- 
mission and the necessary permits to 
run the race, several environmental 
groups including the Sierra Club and 
Audubon Society went to court in an 
effort to halt the running of this year's 
race. With the help of the BLM and 
local and county agencies, SCORE de- 
feated the suit in what SCORE President 
Sal Fish termed a “precedent-setting” 
decision. 

The number of actual starters was 
399, 314 of which were four-wheel ve- 
hicles, 83 motorcycles and two ATCs. @

Smoke from a brushpile draws my eyes to a small group of men coaxing a bank of 
the San Antonio River into becoming a state-of-the-art motocross track. As I pull 
through the gate and park, I note that these men are not merely hired help. Every 
worker wears a pair of motocross gloves in various states of disrepair. A powerfully 
built young man in a Suzuki jersey jumps down from his bulldozer. I shake a blue 
and yellow JT glove and learn that he is Kent Howerton and the bulldozer is not his 
new Open class machine. Several hours later I know a great deal more. 

Kent Howerton was born in Wichita, KS on July 11, 1954. He lived in Kansas 
only a short time and was raised in Denver, CO. Motorcycling for Kent started with 
a Kawasaki 100 Trail Bross his parents gave him for his 15th birthday. San 
Antonio, TX, where he now resides, became his home at 16 and he soon began trail- 
riding near his home. While tratlriding, Kent met a friend who eventually lent him 
his Yamaha 125 to race. After practice, Kent decided to ride in the Expert class. 
Steve Stackable won, but Kent was third. Kent won the thzrd race he entered and 
went on to nail down "second Texan” in the Texas Series. 

Husqvarna supplied him with a bike and parts in 1974 and he won one National 
and two Trans-AMA races. In 1975 Kent signed a full contract with Husky — he 





lost the 250cc Nationals by one point and feels he would have won the 500cc Nation- 
als if an injured wrist had not put him out of contention. 

1976 was to be Kent's year — a secretary from Husky's U.S. headquarters became 
his wife and he won the 500cc National Championship. Husky showed their 
pleasure by mounting his winning Husky as a trophy. 

Bike problems followed Kent into '77 along with a gradual loss of rapport with 
the Husqvarna factory. Because his season had not been too successful, Kent was a 
little surprised when Suzuki hired him at a much better salary. Kent did not have 
much time to enjoy his new ride — a hole caught his foot and turned it around 
backwards. His foot was still tender six months later. 

With Suzuki Team Manager Mark Blackwell's help, Kent regained his winning 
form and spent '78 and '79 winning everything in sight. 

We worked on Kent's new track until dark, then went to a restaurant where Kent 
and his wife Jill talked about what has been and what is to come. Also present was 
Kent's personal doctor Michael Bradshaw. Dr. Bradshaw rides a Husky in the 
Intermediate or Over 30 class. His son Mike holds the number one plate in Texas 
for the 500cc Expert class. 





How do you feel about your career to 

| this point? 
Well, that's a tough one. I think my 
racing career has had different stages. 
When I started racing I went from the 
point where I didn't think I could beat 
these guys (National riders) to winning 
a National“ Championship. Then I 
thought that I had accomplished every- 
thing, then there was a lag in there, 
then going through a bad period with 
Husky. They had no confidence in me 
and I had no confidence in them. 

When I started riding for Suzuki — 
in the beginning — it was all new and 
exciting, but I got hurt a lot. During 
that time I figured out what I really 
wanted to do. I realized that winning 
.the National Championship wasn't the 
ultimate goal. Winning the Champion- 
was so satisfying that I lost my drive. 
Then I found new things to go for. 

The beginning of 1979 was my 
period where I didn't get hurt and the 
bikes were getting better. I was 
becoming more experienced even 
though I was having some problems. 
At the end of '79 I got to the point 
where I was physically strong and 
mentally competent, and I started 
winning some races. 

Winning made me accelerate even 
faster. I didn't feel I would be able to 
do as much in 1980 as I did in 79, but 
I did more. I feel the same way about 
1981. Everytime I ride the bike, I feel 
more confident and I do more things 
than before. The last time I went to 
Carlsbad I went five seconds faster 
than the track record. 

What are your goals and expectations 
about 1981? Not just your racing 
goals, but for your new track and life 
in general. 

As far as the racing, I'd like to keep on 
winning more races and try to win all 
three championships (250cc Nationals, 
Supercross and Trans-USA). That was 
my basic goal this year. I could 
possibly have done that this year (in 
1980) if Suzuki had had a good stadium 
bike. 

As far as my new motocross track 
goes, I want to try some different 
things, learn more about people and 
other things besides motocross, since I 
know all about that. I would like to 
broaden my knowledge about working 
because I have never worked at very 
much other than racing. I'm learning 
m building this track! I'm learning 

out the people in San Antonio. I've 
heard about people and 1 know who 
they are, but Tve never really talked to 
them. Now I'm starting to talk to these 
people and learn what's going on in 
the motorcycle industry in San 
Antonio. 


Now that you are involved in the 
motorcycle industry, what trends do 
see? 

By the amount of money that Suzuki is 
putting into films, I would say that 
motorcycling will continue to grow. At 
the last movie we made, Challenge of a 
Champion, there were three people 
from Sports Illustrated there. We've 
never had those type of magazine people 
before. I think motocross will get 
bigger, especially the stadiums. 


The companies are a little leery of 
the economy. They are not sure what 
steps to take. At the beginning of the 
year, Suzuki was wondering what the 
economy would do. They decided they 
would go all out and either accept the 
consequences or be in a good position. 
Phetydhing they do seems to be helping 
motorcycling grow. 


When you are finished with motocross 
racing, will you try any other kinds 
of competition? ISDT maybe? 

The only thing I want to do in motor- 
cycling when I quit motocross racing is 
to ride enduros for fun. What I would 
like to do is try car racing. I have just 
as much drive to race cars as I do to 
motocross. 





(Dr. Bradshaw) There are some people 
that watch out for your health that 
wouldn't like to see you do that. Car 
racing is pretty dangerous. 


(Kent) How would those same people 
feel if I was roadracing motorcycles? 
(Dr. Bradshaw) That would be even 
worse. 


(Kent) The chances of getting seriously 
injured (while roadracing) are very 
good. When we went to Japan, a road- 
racer was killed the week before. Just a 
little crash at 140. Kenny Roberts 
makes some good money, but to me it's 
not worth it! I would like to try it for 
fun. After riding The Superbikers, I 
know I would be safe, but I wouldn't 
want to race because you have to take 
that extra chance once in a while. 


Dr. Bradshaw, you were concerned 
with Kent's health a moment ago. 
How healthy is he? 

Compared to the average person, Kent 
is susceptible to the same colds and 
sore throats we all get. If you talk 
about physical conditioning and 
capabilities and freedom from glitches 
and aches and pains, he's remarkably 
fit. But we were out chopping trees the 
other day using axes, we both got 
tired. It has a lot to do with what 
you're used to doing. I've known Kent 
for a long time and he's in much better 
shape now than a few years ago. 


(Kent) Oh, yeah! I went from doing 
nothing to doing everything (meaning 
in the way he trains). Running has 
been the biggest help to me. That's 
why I don't get hurt anymore. You can 
go out to the track and race your 
brains out and win the race barely. 
The next day you can't move. 


You can pay your payments the day 
after the race or you can train during 
the week and pay your payments then. 
If you pay your pain first, then you can 
go out and race and not have to worry 
so much because you know you are 
strong. So you win the race and come 
home the next Monday and go riding, 
because you're not worn out. 

A couple of years ago I'd race and 
I'd feel so sore I couldn't do anything. 
Now I can go out to dinner after a race 
instead of dying in a bed. That's the 
biggest thing I notice about training. 

I'm much stronger now than I was 
when 1 was 18, but then people didn't 
train. The 18-year-olds now are being 
forced to train and they have natural 
endurance. They don't have mental 
discipline. I think that riders who are 
not mentally strong tire faster. Mark 
Barnett has a tremendous drive that 
makes him mentally strong. 

When another factory wants you to 
ride for them, how do they approach 

ou? 

It's kind of a standing thing that none 
of the factories approach the riders, 
except Honda. For instance, if I talked 
to Kawasaki's team manager and saıd 
I might be interested in changing next 
year. He would say okay and talk to his 
people. Or I would say, “When can I 
ride one of those bikes?" — 

Yamaha, Suzuki and Kawasaki, to a 
certain extent, look for riders that fit 
their image, the kind of rider that they 
want to represent their company. They 
also look at their own riders and say, 
“How are these riders going to react to 
these new riders?" For Bob Hannah to 
join Suzuki now would be the worst 
thing in the world. 

Who will be your mechanic this year? 
I have a different mechanic this year. I 
have Steve Paulos who was Marty 
Smith's mechanic last year. He's been 
working for Suzuki for a year. I like 
him; I've always liked him. He's a very 
good mechanic. 

How did you and Jill meet? 

(Jill) 1 was working at Husky in Nash- 
ville, (TN) and Kent came in the office 
one day with his mechanic. I met him, 
and eight months later we got 
married. 





(Kent) Well, it wasn't quite like that. 
You didn't exactly like me at first. 

(Jill) Well I didn't have to say that in 
the interview! I didn't really like him at 
first. I was going with someone at the 
time and Kent was really different. We 
would go out and do things and I 
would be nice to him because we both 
worked for the same company. 
Consequently, I didn't have to put up 
a front and be someone I wasn't, 
because we were just friends. He liked 
that. Friends make better lovers 
anyway. 

What kind of an influence has Jill 
been on your racing? 

Everyone thought that marriage would 
make me ride worse. It happens to a 
lot of riders — they get married, they 
get lazy. They get responsibility and 
they don't want to take as many 
chances. Marriage helps me because 
Jill takes care of all the little problems 
I have, like I don't have to answer the 
phone or make reservations or talk to 
people I don't want to. Plus having Jill 
around all the time is assuring. 

(Jill) Kent's upbringing wasn't very con- 
sistent and he likes consistency in his 
life. 

Do you want to race in Europe? 

I don't have any desire to go over there. 
I know I could win the World Cham- 
pionship. 

(Jill) Harry Everts completely flipped 
out in Japan. He cornered me and said 
“How come Kent doesn't go to Europe?" 

I said, "Well, you know it's in the 
U.S. right now." 

He said, "He could win any Cham- 

pionship — 125, 250, or 500. Any 
class, he could win easyl" 
(Dr. Bradshaw) 1 don't think that 
should be extrapolated to mean that 
American riders are better than Euro- 
pean riders. I think it means Kent is 
the damn best. He's much more tech- 
nically capable than most U.S. riders. 
(Kent) The 250 and especially the 500cc 
clases are the most competitive in 
Europe. If Myerscough, Glover and 
Barnett went to Europe they would 
finish, one, two and three in the world 
and a long way ahead of fourth. 

Harry Everts won the World Cham- 
pionship. He missed a couple of 
rounds and was penalized 15 points at 
one of the races. He can't move his 
hand; it has pins in it from where he 
broke it. He can barely move it to hold 
onto the motorcycle. His knee is so bad 
that he can hardly walk or sit down. 
He can barely ride and he's the World 
Champion! 

The 250cc class is more competitive. 
Georges Jobe won the World Cham- 
pionship way before all the races were 
over. In Japan, I was two seconds a lap 
faster than him everywhere we rode. 
Jobe is going to be good. He calculates 
things before he does them. 

The 500cc class still has the best 
riders. Andre Malherbe is a good 
rider, the most powerful rider over 
there. 

There are a lot of reasons why I 
don't want to go over there (Europe). 
The biggest reasons are I hate Europe 
and 1 like Texas. The main reason I 
want to branch into other businesses is 


so I can stay in one place. I don't want 
to have to travel. I like our customs. I 
don't like their food; I don't like chang- 
ing customs from one country to the 
next. The people are rude. 

So in other words, the prestige is not 
worth the trouble. 

That's the problem. A lot of people 
think the World Championship is 
more prestigious than the National 
Championship. To be World Cham- 
pion, you'd have to feel inside of you 
that that is the most important thing 
you want to do. 

That is not the most important 
thing I want to do, so why do it? It's 
not something that will make me feel 
any better. It's like getting $50,000 for 
one thing or $40,000 for another thing 
you like better. What's more important 
as long as you are getting what you 
want? 

(Dr. Bradshaw) 1 don't think you'd 
make any more money being World 
Champion. 

(Kent) You would lose money the first 
year, but I think you would make 
really good money the next year. You 
would have to go back the next year 
and win again. 

(Jill) Racing in the U.S. is starting to 
get almost as big as Grand Prix racing, 
as far as the importance that the fac- 
tories put on it. 

(Kent) The factories are putting more 
emphasis on U.S. racing. I went to 
Japan two years ago, we were treated 
like we were second rate. This year we 
were treated first rate and the Euro- 
pean riders were second rate. 

(Jill) This year Suzuki catered to Kent. 
He got the best engineers when they 
were testing. 

(Kent) If I told the engineers to change 
something, they stayed all night so it 
would be ready for me to test the next 
day. When it is time to eat in Japan 
everything stops, but they didn’t go to 
eat. I told them to send out for some 
food and we would keep testing because 
I don’t eat when I test. 

Are you happy with Suzuki and the 
way they treat you? 

(Jill) The people at Suzuki have a lot of 
respect for Kent. 

(Kent) They bend over backwards to 
help me. It's because they want to, not 
because of what I've done. The people 
at Suzuki respect me for who I am, not 
what I've done. 

(Jill) Kent's boss has all the trophies 
we've given him in his office. Some- 
one borrowed one for the last movie 
Kent made; he (his boss) got really 
mad. Tosh is really proud of Kent. I 
think Suzuki would support Kent even 
if he didn't win any races next year. 


Kent Howerton has the qualities of a 
champion. He has tremendous energy 
but more importantly, he has the 
ability to focus his energy in one di- 
rection for long periods. For instance, 
Kent assaulted his new track all day 
long with axe, tractor and dozer with 
some riding thrown in, then lamented 
the early darkness. Kent isn't a spec- 
tator; he knows where he’s going. Ex- 
pect to see him in the winner's circle 
often in 1981! ә

The 125cc Pro race fell to the 
Danny "Magoo" Chandle dazzle and 
dance routine as he piloted a new 
Suzuki Floater to a 4-1 score and the 
overall win over such rivals as Team 
Honda's Johnny O'Mara and Jim 
Gibson, and Suzuki's Ron Turner.

A DAIR of German thoroughbreds 





By Tom Mueller 


Times are going to be tough for the serious 
motocrosser this year. With travel expenses 
going sky high a rider needs a bike he can buy, 
race, and win on without adding a bunch of 


accessory parts or extras. Maico 
has come to the rescue of the 
amateur or privateer pro with 
their new mega 2 250 and 490. 
The bikes come with what it takes to 
step into the winner's circle. Once set 
up for personal preference all that is 
needed is maintenance. 

The big change for the 250 in '81 is 
the reed-valved engine for a more 
responsive, controllable powerband. 
Maico was working with the reed- 
valved engine a year before its release 
and race tested’ the motor in the 
Trans-USA Support class before 
putting it on the production line. The 
six reed fiber pedals keep power strong 
and useable after the engine wears and 
tolerances aren't as close as when the 
engine was new. 

The flow system on the inlet 
manifold has been changed for better 
low end response. It provides instant 
storage of a fuel/gas mixture for relief 
for the reed valve, in short a charging 
effect. 

Fins on the 250's cylinder are 
redesigned for better cooling. They're 
thicker at the cylinder wall and get 
progressively thinner toward the outer 
edges. 

The 490 engine has larger transfer 
and exhaust ports and a larger inlet 
manifold. Coupled with a 40 
millimeter carburetor, power 
characteristics are tuned for more 
controllable riding in all, situations. 
The 490 was recently dynoed and put 
49.64 horsepower to the rear wheel at 
7000 rpm. 

The primary drive chain in both 
engines is actually two single chains, 
which provides longer life than three 
row or double row chains used in the 
past. 

Excluding the motors the 250 and 
490 are identical. The rear suspension 
is again handled by Corte Cosso 
shocks, this year rebuildable with 
piggyback reservoirs instead of last 
year's reservoir units. Our shocks were 
for the GP type of power Maicos 
deliver, designated 2-H. Shocks for deep 
sand, 8-E, or for enduro use, 5-G, are 
also available. The difference between 
the shocks is the rebound and 
compression damping is on a different 
curve for each variety. We received 
our bikes with 170 p.s.i. of pressure in 
the shocks and left them that way. The 
back end offers twelve and a half 
inches of travel. 

Twelve and a half inches of travel is 
also delivered from the fork assembly. 
Durable. 42. millimeter tubes wor 





inside a lightweight aluminum fork 
slider. Fork length has been reduced to 
offer a lower handlebar height for 
better steering. The large volume 
air/oil fork produces many tuning 
options. 

Maico altered their bike's profile in 
'81. The steering head angle has been 
changed to 2816 degrees, the frame 
has been lowered 50 millimeters, the 
swingarm is 40 millimeters longer, and 
the seat has been redesigned. The bike 
now sits more level, steers better, and 
doesn't push the rider down onto the 
tank like last year's model. 

A more effective rear fender has 
been added, and all plastic parts are 
impregnated in red. The paint came 
off last year's Maicos. 

Odds and ends include a stronger 
spoke lacing pattern, countersunk rear 
wheel sprocket, a Magura straight pull 
throttle, gas petcock with reserve, and 
side covers that don't need to be 


. removed to get at shocks and air box. 


The air box has a new funnel type 
design for quicker draining and a 
quick release air cleaner. New GP style 
footpegs are easy on and off. Rear 
wheel is a quick on and off assembly, 
and the rear brake lever pivot ratio has 
been changed for better braking. 

Once we had the bikes rolling two 
problems came up. After a few 
minutes of riding on the 490 the 
countershaft sprocket cover was gone, 
broken off at the screws. We were 
informed in most cases the cover is 
removed, because it either clogs up 
with mud or could break the case if the 
chain lets go. The cover broke because 
the chain expands on the sprocket 
when the gas is off, which the cover 
can't accomodate. 

The other problem concerned the 
250. Our tester came in after one lap 
with the gearbox locked in first gear. 
A screw was hitting on the shifting 
mechanism inside the right side cover, 
leaving the tranny  inoperative. 
Selvaraj Narayana, Maico's National 
Service and Technical Manager, had 
our rider back out on the track in five 
minutes. 

To get a good overall impression of 
both bikes we needed a range or 
riders, so we contacted an amateur 
who enters occasional events and a 
Nationally ranked pro. Here's what 
they came up with after some time on 
the bikes. 


Amateur impression 

After our amateur hopped off the 
250, his first impression was 
deception., The, bike, didn't feel, that

"There's not really that much to do to the new Mega 2 Maicos that will 
make them more controllable and faster around a motocross track. Especial- 
ly the 490. One of the premier Maico dealers in the country, however, has 
built its reputation on Maico tricks both large and small that probably 
make tbe bikes tricker than even the factory's works bikes. 

The folks at Wheelsmith Motorcycles set up several 490s for Nationals 
and, disappointing as it may sound, they're not that much different than 
what sits on the showroom floor. Mainly, a number of small changes and 
refinements takes place. : 

. There are several modifications that VVheelsmith feels are the most 
important if the owner wishes to make some changes. The first is a damp- 
ing mod in the forks while also increasing the preload which results in 
better action in all situations. Then, for more and better contact with the 
hubs, both sets of brakes are arced to let you dive deeper into corners 
before shutting off. 

A Wheelsmith pipe and rly jetting the carb (including cutting the 
slide) is next on list Wheelsmith porting might also be taken advantage 
of, but on the 490, the porting is for tamer, more useable power, not more 
peak power. The 250 needs more power and Wheelsmith is currently ex- 
perimenting with different porting formulas as well as reeds. 

And that's really about it for Junior and Intermediate-level riders. Pros 
will undoubtedly have their own preferences for rear suspension, but 
others should have no problems with the stock piggyback-reservoir Corte 
Cossos. 

For their bikes heading out to the Nationals, Wheelsmith also makes 
other changes. Sun rims are laced up to the stock hubs with a Meryl's Pro 
Wheels spoke kit for stronger wheels that last under National-class punish- 
ment. The cases are split in order to shim the transmission for better, more 
reliable shifts and a clutch mod makes the lever much easier to pull. 


Finally, they'll drill large holes through the fins on both head and barrel’ 


then cut some finning off the back to shave a total of three pounds from 
the engine. 

Not a lot of changes. Basically, they take a good, well thought out bike 
and refine it. Following is a price break-down on the different items: a

fast, but the strong pulling reed-valved 
engine had him cooking. The bike will 
rev but pulls clean from low end up. 

The clutch works easier than last 
year, | and shifting can be 
accomplished with or without it. The 
bike also speed shifts well. 

Starting is easy, but the kickstarter 
hung up on the bottom of its throw 
and had to be retrieved by hand. The 
Magura throttle assembly works well 
and feels good. 

Steering is perfect. The bike tracks 
well lap after lap, and is forgiving if a 
mistake is made. 

Our tester would have liked the 
suspension dialed in for personal 
preference, but said a few minutes of 
tuning would end his complaints. The 
fork assembly bottomed and the front 
tire hit the underside of the fender 
frequently. The rear end's damping 
was too fast and kicked the back end 
up. 

“This bike is more rideable in 
general than a Japanese bike. It was 
just plain fun; a blast," he concluded. 

Excellent. That's how our amateur 
started his impression of the 490. The 
gearing felt good stock, and after a bit 
of experimentation it worked better to 
short shift the bike and let it pull a 
gear higher. All kinds of shifting was 
OK, with clutch, without, or speed 
shifting. The bike would be 
competitive, but it would take time to 
get used to the powerband. The fine 
handling would compensate until the 
motor could be fully utilized. 

The pegs were good, but the stock 
grips weren't. The bars were a bit too 
wide for him. The new sitting stance 
was to his liking, and the seat was fine. 

Brakes were adequate, but not 
super, due to the fact our tester has a 
Japanese bike background and likes an 
on/off feel more than  Maico's 
progressive feel brakes. 

Suspension would also have to be 
adjusted on the 490 to compensate for 
the rough track we were testing on. 

"It's very easy to ride, and I'm not 
an Open (class) rider. The bike's not 
scarey, yet by no means doggy," he 
said. 


Pro impression 

Our pro took the bikes out and 
picked up the pace a bit. “It feels good 
all over," he said after bringing in the 
250. 

The power was strange, strong but 
very mellow. He was waiting for a mid- 
range blast, but it never came. There 
was a little rush on top end. 

The shift throw was hard to get used 
to, but our pro tester, like our 
amateur, had а . Japanese... bike 
background and it was his first time on 
a Maico. 

The. bike had a soft front end and 
too much rebound in back, but the

overall light feel of the bike kept the 
problem to a minimum. He said the 
bike's suspension needed to be dialed 
in, but every bike he ever owned 
needed that. 

Once set up, the bike would be 
competitive on outdoor tracks, but he 
said engine work would be needed for 
the bike to be competitive in a stadium 
race. The bike would need more 
motor out of the corners. "It felt just 
like I thought a Maico would," he 
said. “It was fun to ride." 

One thing he realized after riding 
the 490 was why Maicos always pull 
good holeshots. He was coming off the 
gate in third gear and getting rocket 
starts. 

The motor is excellent all the way 
around. It will rev as easy as pull, and 
clutching became a waste of time. 
Rolling the throttle on and using the 
acceleration works well. Power slides 
are smooth and predictable. 


Suspension needs to be adjusted to 
suit personal preference. The pegs 
would have to be built up if he owned 
the bike, but are acceptable stock. 
Levers are good but the grips need to 
be replaced. 

Our pro realized Maico brakes are 
more progressive than on/off Japanese 
brakes, and he would opt for Japanese 
brakes only because he has ridden with 
them for a long time. 

"It felt real nice and tight. It's solid 
with a real good nut and bolt quality," 
he concluded. 

We got our testers together for a 
discussion after the test, and the only 
other item that came out was that the 
490 didn't need a five speed gearbox. 
A four speed would have suited both 
riders due to the strong pulling 
characteristics of the bike. 

Both riders said they'd have no 
objection to racing the bikes and both 
feel that with preparation and practice 
they would be competitive. 

The point they both made was all 
the working parts are there; time 
would be needed to set the bike up, 
but not more money. 

Our amateur related that last year 
he owned a Japanese bike and his 
brother bought a Maico. Though a set 
of rings for the Maico were more 
expensive, one replacement set was all 
that was needed for the season. Our 
tester ended up replacing the rings in 
his Japanese bike numerous times. 

Take care of a Maico, and it will 
take care of you. Dial the suspension 
in, keep. everything lubed and 
tightened and you can find your way 
to the front of the pack in the 250cc or 
Open class. Who knows, with all the 
money you save on parts you might be 
able to take your date out for a steak 
after you drop your winnings off at 
home! =

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Sir Barry Sheene: ““İ want 
to control my own destiny”

It's been three years since Barry Sheene last 
won the World Championship 500cc road 
racing title. In the 1981 season we shall see if 
he can recapture the crown that he was forced 


to surrender to Kenny Roberts 
in 1978. 

The odds are stacked against 
him. Sheene is now 30 years old, 
almost ten years older than Randy 
Mamola, for example, and his body 
shows the wear and tear of a 
professional motorcycle racing life. 

But age doesn't worry him. He is 
still very fit, and with the promise of 
factory supplied machinery from 
Yamaha plus the financial support of 
major backers like Akai, Texaco and 
Marlboro, Barry is brimming over with 
enthusiasm for the new season. 

Rumors that he was likely to quit 
the sport at the end of last season, one 
of the worst in his career left him 
unmoved. 

“Retiring? Rubbish! I'm going to 
race till I'm 35 years old,” said Sheene. 

Barry knew, even before he started 
racing last season, that it was going to 
be a long uphill struggle with standard 
machines. 

This season, though, works bikes, 
plus the tuning wizardry of Erv 
Kanemoto, the Californian who 
wielded the spanners for riders like 
Gary Nixon and Freddie Spencer in 
recent times, will make him a much 
more serious threat. 

Why then did Sheene leave Suzuki 
at the end of the '79 season? 

"I suddenly realized I was getting 
into a rut. Towards the end there was 
a lot of politics creeping into it, and 1 
decided it was time for a change," said 
Barry. 

"Relationships were strained at 
Suzuki GB and so I thought I would do 
something completely different” 
added Sheene. 

There were two major items of 
disagreement between Sheene and the 
Suzuki GB management. The first was 
on where the bikes should be 
prepared. Barry wanted them at 
home, while Suzuki insisted on them 
staying at their Beddington Lane 
headquarters. 

Second, Sheene wanted to control 
his racing program, and that too did 
not fall in with Suzuki GB's plans. 

So while negotiations were being

putting together a package that would 
give him the freedom he was looking 
for. And instead of signing the 
contract, as expected, . Sheene 
announced he was leaving. 


"I want to control my own destiny,” 
explains Barry. 

But to an outsider the problems, 
both on and off the track might seem a 
high price to pay to make your own 
decisions. Sheene disagrees. 


"I knew it was going to be tough. 
But I'm sensible enough to know that 
you don't get anything in this life 
without trying hard. And by that I 
don't mean trying hard on the track, I 
mean trying hard to set up your 
organization and everything else. 

"I knew it was going to be difficult. 
Id hóped it wasn't going to be as 
tough as it actually turned out, but 
that doesn't matter. We battled 
through, and now we are ready for the 
coming season. 

"The simple truth was that last 
season Yamaha produced a 
production racer that was an unknown 
quantity, and they did it at à time 
when the 500cc class in the World 
Championships have never been so 
competitive," says Barry. 

What has annoyed Sheene has been 
the way that some riders have savagely 
criticized the 500 Yamaha. 

"If they had any sense and just 
analyzed the situation a bit they would 
have realized that producing a 
production racer is a very different 
thing from turning out a factory racer 
with about twenty mechanics working 
on the thing. 

"If people had cast their minds back 
to the time that Suzuki first introduced 
their 500cc production model they 
would remember that that wasn't 
exactly the best bike ever, but the 
comptition was only racing against 
twin-cylinder Yamahas, so it filled the 
first fourteen places, as it should have. 

"Yamaha had to face not just the 
works Suzukis and the works 
Kawasakis, but also a production 
Suzuki that has been going for five 
years and is a very, very good motor- 











The second problem has been with 
the handling on the new Yamahas. 
Sheene admits that it has been a real 
headache for everyone. But he insists 
that Yamaha was aware of the 
problem, and they have been working 
hard to put it right. 

"The production bikes this year will 
be very much better, mark my words," 
said Sheene. 

"It was a gamble with the new bike, 
of course it was a gamble. But it could 
quite easily have been a winner from 
the word go, couldn't it?" 

For Sheene and his band of loyal 
mechanics the time spent trying to put 
the 500 into shape robbed them of an 
opportunity to make the 750 right. 

To compound the problem only 
Ken Fletcher, Sheene's number one 
mechanic, knew much about the 
bigger Yamaha, and many of the little 
"tricks of the trade" in making the 750 
go were not discovered until well into 
the season. 

There wasn't exactly a wall of 
secrecy from rivals, but who could 
expect anyone in their right mind 
rushing over to help Barry Sheene win 
more easily? 

By the end of the season, though, 
with more time available to work on 
the 750, Barry looked more like his old 
self, and even the problems from his 
amputated little finger, the legacy 
from his French Grand Prix spill at the 
Paul Ricard circuit could not hold him 
back. 

Those wins did a great deal to 
salvage whatever Barry might have lost 
both in start money potential, and in 
popularity. 

The fans have stuck with him, so 
much so that he failed by the 
narrowest of margins to pip sidecar 
World Champion Jock Taylor in the 
Motor Cycle News “Man of the Year” 
popularity poll. Only once, since 1972 
has Sheene finished outside the first 
three. 

That Paul Ricard crash was a 
turning point in Sheene’s season. Up 
until then he had struggled to cope 
with the handling problems of the 
machine. 

“After that crash 1 lost all 
confidence in the frame. In the race I 
was with Graeme Crosby on the works 
Suzuki battling for fifth place. The 
Suzuki was about 10 miles an hour 
quicker than mine down the straight, 
so after about three laps I decided that 
I wasn't going to be able to pull away 
from him, so I decided to stay with 
him. 

“The handling was deteriorating all 
the time, though, so I changed my 
plan again, and went for a finish. 
What upset me was the fact that my 
lap times showed that I was lapping 
about the same time, or even a tough 
slower on every lap, so I wasn't sticking 
my neck out.” 

The front forks were pattering 
badly, and they would use the full 
length of their stroke, as Sheene 
banked hard over he touched the front 
brake, and the bike went down. 

"You could perhaps say it was my 
fault for braking when the forks were 
on full compression. But a milli- 
second later they would have been on 
full extension. It's just the luck of the 
draw," said Sheene. 

His little finger was badly damaged 
and though doctors tried hard to save 
it, eventually Barry decided to chop 
part of it off to speed his full recovery. 

Sheene's performances on the 
fearsome 650 Suzuki, a machine that 
has cast off everyone else that rode it, 
at one time or another, proves that 
Barry can ride most  frisky 
motorcycles. 

But the Yamaha standard frame 
defeated him, and he was quickly on 
to the Harris brothers in England to 
build him a replacement. 

“I don't mind a bike that doesn't 








-don't mind if it shakes and wobbles, 
and everything, provided it does it in a 
uniform pattern,” says Sheene. 

There were other problems during 
the year, though. The time keeping 
efforts by the organizers at the Belgian 
Grand Prix were a disgrace. 

After trying his hardest Sheene was 
credited with fifteenth place, and far 
from improving, the times posted by 
the organizers became even sillier. 

Sheene was on his way home to 
Charlwood, and an appointment for 
surgery on the finger, long before the 
row between the Professional Riders 
Association and other 500сс 
competitors had broken out. 

Sheene missed the confrontation, 
but has firm opinions on the subiect. 

“First, that Jim Doyle is a loud 
mouthed, pain in the backside. He is 
sticking his nose in things that do not 
really concern him,” says Sheene. 

"Second, if Randy and Kenny were 
so worried about the number of riders 
on the grid they should have. read the 
regulations before practice started. 
When people are trying to qualify for 
forty places, that's just what they are 
trying to do. 

“I think it was all totally wrong, and 
has seriously damaged the chances of 
the PRA doing a useful job. 1 am 
going to have absolutely nothing to do 
with the association now. 

"A Professional Riders Association 
should be professional. But the actions 
at Zolder were totally unprofessional.” 

Like everyone else in Britain, 
Sheene is conscious of the recession, 
and he puts the blame for the fall in 
race attendance squarely on that fact. 

"If people haven't got so much 
money in their pockets they are going 
to be a little more choosey about where 
they spend it. People cannot afford to 
go to race meetings every weekend,” says 
Barry. 

“There are. far too many 
internationals in Britain following 
hard on the heels of one another. Let's 
have fewer meetings, but better ones,” 
says Sheene. 

But Sheene is quick to defend his 
position as the best paid British road 
racer. 

"I've been racing for eleven years, 
I've become well known, and I've had 
an awful lot of success. Maybe when 
other riders have done as well they too 
will be paid so well." 

Not surprisingly, Barry stands 
firmly against the idea of prize money 
- , only meetings. 

"I don't think they are a good idea. 
If a lot of people have come to the 
meeting to see you race, and you break 
down on the last lap of your race, you 
can go home with nothing. And I 
don't think that that's right. 

"Prize money-only meetings simply 
means that the organizers get away 
running the meeting for far less than 
they do under the present system of 
start money and prize money. 

"I love racing bikes, but if 
organizers are making it, so will I. If 
organizers will charge half their 
normal admission, I'll ride for half my 
normal start money. What could be 
fairer than that!” 

One thing is certain, though, and 
that is that Barry Sheene will not now 
switch to car racing. Even his saloon 
car racing excursions will be rare, one- 
off ventures. 

Surprisingly, Sheene does not regret 
that the Formula One chance came 
and went. 

“In present day Formula One car 
racing so much depends on which 
team you are with. If you are with the 
right team, you can be a winner. The 
same driver in another team has no 
chance. Every one of the drivers 
involved in Formula One racing is 
good, but I prefer a sport where it’s 
not so much down to the machinery, 
its more a combination of both man 
and machine. — . i .

RED MOUNTAIN, CA FEB. 1 
Hi-Desert Kawasaki-sponsored 
Tracy Walters buzzed his 175 to 
the overall and 200cc A win in 
Prospectors Gold Rush Enduro 
with a score of 1:79.

The riders could not have asked for 
better riding conditions, as rain fell a 
good part of the vveek prior to the 
event. This made dust non-existant 
and traction excellent. 

The course consisted of three loops, 
with the first loop being for family 
riders, the second loop for As, Bs, 
and Cs, and the third İoop for A's and 
B's only. The first loop headed. south 
from the pits toward the hills on cross 
country trails, then wound its way 
through some sandwashes and canyons 
before running parallel to Hwy. 395 
and back to the loop's finish. The A 
and B riders were allowed to be late 
and most of them laid back twe to five 
minutes. It was considered by many to 
be an excellent loop. 

The second loop headed north 
across Searles Station Rd. towards, 
Charlie’s Place. Making his way into 
the narrow, rocky canyon, with the 
speed average at 16 mph, was B rider 
and ex-desert racer Dave Johnson 
(Suz), who had pulled himself together 
after burning the first check on the 
first loop, while further on into the 
loop, first time district rider Ron 
Smith (Hon XR75) was getting back 
underway after nailing a rock while 
trying to pass. 

By now, 250cc A Mike Garrett (Suz) 
had made it over the off-camber, rock 
uphill midway through the loop and 
Michelle Keast (Wheelsmith Mai) was 
cruising past the motocross special test 
course used in Shamrock's Qualifier

Larry Roeseler prepared to start the 
third Joop, another AA rider, Husky- 
sponsored Rick Munyon was trying to 
relocate the course a few miles out and 
failed to make the first check on time. 

Just ahead, in the rocky uphills and 
downhills known as Rocky 1 was 
Husky-sponsored A.A rider om 
Webb. He had covered the Supercross 
the night before and was riding 
without much sleep. 

About this time, Wheelsmith Maico- 
sponsored 250cc A Mike Adams was 
motoring along on the cross country 
trails after Rocky 1 and concentrating 
on his timekeeping because the club 


^had put speed-changes every few miles 


in this section. 

As second 200cc A Mike Godfrey 
(Hon) was preparing to leave the start, 
200cc B rider Jon Speight (Yam) was 
flying the whoop-de-doo rolling hills 
right before Rocky 2. Already at 
Rocky 2; a very rocky uphill used by 
UEA in 1976, were first AA, Yamaha- 
sponsored John Fero and first 250cc A 
Steve Pisarik (Yam). 


Across Trona Rd. at the reset sat 
second Senior A Jay Tullis (Hon), as 
second 250cc A Peter Hughes (Hus) 
from northern California twisted 
through the sand hills at 24 mph. In 
the sand hills, Bellflower Suzuki- 
sponsored Open A Ken Lewis Jr. was 
making his way down the trail that 
usually sends you down the infamous 
“Inväder Downhill,” but instead the 
Prospectors found a new downhill, 
which at the bottom was a sign that 
read “Checkpoints Wasn't That Fun.”

Several minutes later 
and on time rode Hi-Desert Kawasaki 
sponsored Tracy Walters for a much 
deserved overall win. 

At the finish, all of the A's and B's 
thought that it was a very good enduro 
with only a few problems, which 
included a need for more ribbon and 
arrows and a little better check place- 
ment on the third loop. Many thought 
it was the best Prospectors Enduro in 
recent years. Sorry B's and C's, no 
results were available at this time.

It was soo cold Saturday night 
that only the hardiest souls turned 
out at Corona Raceway for flat 
track action.

Thompson held on to second for 
one more lap with Nelson and Cannon 
swapping spots.

Cannon locked in behind Hames 
and was there at the finish with Nelson 
third. 

Jim Rosa aboard a big Triumph was 
off on top in Open Money with Ron 
Arlt in second. On the third lap, Arlt 
made an outside pass down the front 
straightaway and it was all over. Jeff 
Allison, scheduled to run for the 
dough, was side-lined after the heat 
with mechanical problems. 

Hames came back with an instant 
replay in the 250cc Money Half Mile

Over 200 graduates of the Motor- 
cycle Mechanics Curriculum at 
Los Angeles Trade-Technical 
College and their families were 
on hand at the Brookside Country 
Club in Pasadena during the first 
alumni banquet held in their honor 
since the inception of the 13-year-old 
program. 

Master of ceremonies Pat Owens, 
advanced semester instructor and prin- 
cipal organizer of the event, was pre- 
sented a certificate of appreciation by 
Trade-Tech President, Thomas L. 
Stevens, Jr., for his dedicated service 
and valued contributions in maintain- 
ing and advancing quality education 
at the college.

were passed, the AMA's was one of the 
loudest voices calling for the amend- 
ments needed to keep motorcycle 
premiums from skyrocketing. In New 
York City, they helped stop a surprise bill 
which would have banned nighttime bike 
riding. A court injunction sought by the 
AMA is the only reason you can ride a 
bike through St. Louis, Missouri city 
parks-and most of the city's main roads 
go through them. 

Trail riders, who account for a meager 
14 percent of the AMA's members, can 
count the AMA's Government Relations 
Department as an important ally in the 
constant battle against land closure 
across the country. The AMA also step- 
ped in when Wisconsin tried to take *2 
million from the off-road vehicle fund 
and put it in a general transportaion fund 
and when Pennsylvania threatened to 
ban organized activities which would 
have included enduros and poker runs. 
They also saved you a few bucks by per- 
suading the IRS to make the sales tax on 
bike purchases deductible on your in- 
come tax."
